Not Like Churchill 


Senator 'Wherry (R-Neb.) ob­ 
served that Attlee “isn't the sales­ 
man that Churchill was.” 
Attlee told the legislators that 
the Labor p arty isn’t the radical 
organization it has been p ictured 
in some American minds. 
It is 
p rimarily concerned, he said, with 
the welfare of the common man, 
adding that this takes government 
p lanning. He said it believes In 
government taking over monop o­ 
lies when big business gets in that 
class. 
He observed also that there is 
room in the world for American 
and British trade without “undue 
rivalry.” 
Senator Hoey (D-N.C.) said the 
British Labor p arty’s “p olicy of 
p lanned economy” and of taking 
over monop olies “contravenes our 
view of government.”
